Candia, Island of Crete, May 3.— The 
admirals commanding the Meets of the 
foreign powers in Cretan waters had a 
conference yesterday with the insurgent 
leaders at I'aleo Kastro and promised 
the latter complete autonomy, including 
that the nomination of their ruler should 
be subject to the ratification of tho Cre- 
tan assembly. The insurgent leaders, 
however, cut the discussion short and 
stated that they wauted annexation to 
Greece or death. 

Constantinople, May :i. — In spite of 
the talk of peace the preparations for 
war show no signs ol ceasing. The 
whole of the Landsturn, or Mistahfuz 
(Second Reserve), belonging to the Third 
Army Corps, stationed in the Salonia 
district, has been called uut. 

Athens, May 3. — The- following des- 
patch to the Associated Press has been 
sent from Athens by way of BrindiBi, in 
order to escape the censor. It is pro- 
bable that no minister ever better de- 
served humiliation and dismissal than 
M. Delyannis, the former premier. A 
little more than three weeks ago ho de- 
clared everything was prepared 
lor war, but until the beginning 
of the fight no preparations were 
made to resist a possible invasion of 
Thessaly. A few trenches were dug in 
front of Larissa and one or two earth- 
works were erected Hut ten days ago, 
(the date the dispatch left Athens is not 
given), not a spade had been used to 
erect batteries or earthworks to defend 
the exits of the half dozen passes lead- 
ing to the Thessalian plains. 

DETROIT TEA. 

Dealers There Want a Little More Protec- 
tion Against Canada. 

Detroit, May 1. — The law covering 
the importation and examination of teas 
went into elFect to-day and local im- 
porters are surprised and disappointed' 
to find that accot ding to its provisions 
samples of all teas received in Detroit in 
bond must he sent to New York, Chicago 
or San Francisco forexamination, instead 
of being examined here aB heretofore. 
Detroit importers have written members 
of congress citing the fact tnat Canada 
maintains a differential duty against the 
I'nited States on teas imported into 
Canada, while tea dealers in Canada can 
ship into the United States free, and 
urging them to make the duty equal to 
the Canadian duty on teas imported 
from Canada. 



MORGAN ON BRITAIN. 

Seems Afraid That an Arbitration Treaty 
Would Benefit Us. 

Washington, May 3. — The executive 
session of tho senate to-day was devoted 
largely to the consideration of the Anglo- 
American arbitration treaty, which is to 
be voted upon Wednesday. The ques- 
tion was brought up by Seaator 
Morgan, who again announced his 
opposition to the agreement. He 
spoke at length, maintaining that it was 
a, mistake for this country to enter into 
such an alliance with Great Britain as 
was involved in the ratification of the 
treaty even in its amended form. 
Senator Morgan's speech was writ- 
ten, and was a careful'y prepared 
plea in opposition to the treaty. He said 
that in the present complications in 
European affairs an understanding with 
the I'nited States would assure Great 
Britain against any hostilities on the 
part of this country for the liveyeais- 
it would continue in force. These 
live years, the senator said, would in all 
probability constitute a critical period 
in England's history, and a coalition 
such as that proposed by the treaty would 
be equal in its moral effect to an addi- 
tion of one-third to England's naval 
Btrength. He made the point that this 
country was under no obligation to aid 
Kngland to this extent.

Ottawa, May 3.— (Special)— The Min- 
ister of Finance brought down to-day 
correspondence relating to the bank note 
contract. The American company which 
got the contract tenders at prices which 
the department figures up to $00,046- for 
each year's business, while Burland's 
tender would bring it up to $128,846. 
(hi the other hand Burland claims that 
the foreign company yearly saves 
$15,495 by use of cheap material, and 
that the terms of contract were modified 
in the interest of the Xew York com- 
pany, after the tenders were in, and that 
the successful company is permitted to 
bring in material free of duty and do 
work in X T ew York that specifications 
required to be done in Ottawa. Burland 
finally oll'ered to keep on doing work at 
same rates as Mow Y'ork tender, but his 
oiler was refused. 

Although the Chinese envoy Chang 
tppealed to England and secured a mes- 
sage being sent to Ottawa, the depart- 
ment here left the matter of his fumiga- 
tion entirely to Dr. Watt.

OVER A PRECIPICE. 

A Well Known Prospector and Miner Found 
Dead at Leach River. 

James MeKee, a well known Victorian, 
who has for some years worked on 
Leach river prospecting and mining, 
met with a sad end a week ago. David 
McAuaul, with whom the deceased was 
about to enter into partnership, while 
passing his cabin on Leach river last 
Saturday was surprised to see no sign of 
life. The door was locked and the ashes 
of the fireplace in an annex were evi- 
dently some days old and were saturated 
with water, probably by the rains which 
fell last Thursday. Mr. McAnaul 
thought that something had happened 
and proceeded up the river 
towards some sluice boxes, which 
the deceased was working over. 
While on his way he passed close to pre- 
cipitous banks, about 400 yards east of 
the old government mill site, on which 
he found an axe owned by McKee. This 
place is sometimes used as a trail, though 
very dangerous. On looking over the 
edge of the bank, which is about 30 feet 
high with many cruel projections, he 
observed the body of his comrade lying 
in a cleft between rocks at the bottom. 
With great trouble Mr. McAnaul made 
his way down to the water's edge, hut 
could not get within reach of the hodv. 
He then returned to his camp, brought 
back John Gray, and the two men, after 
some difficulty, reached the body. A 
wound was found on the left tern file, 
evidently caused in the fall on the 
rocks. It is thought that after falling 
McKee had struggled under the shelter 
of the banks and had made a pad of his 
handkerchief, which was found close to 
the wound. 

In all probability the deceased left his 
cabin last Tuesday morning with the in- 
tention of visiting his sluice-boxes, and 
crossing the trail in question slipped, 
owing to the hard frost which prevailed 
in this section of the country on the 27th 
ult. The relatives of the deceased live 
in Cumberland, < Int. He was an un- 
married man, about 64 years of age, and 
was well know all along the coast. In 
Victoria he owned considerable prop- 
erty. 

Officer Bevan, of the provincial police, 
left Victoria yesterday afternoon to bring 
the remains iu town, a task of consider- 
lble difficulty, as the trail from Snoko is 
almost impassable. An inquest will pro- 
bably be held on Thursday. 



NO FRENCH ALLOWED. 

Speeches in Alsace-Lorraine Must be Made 
in German. 

Behi in, May I.— The French language 
is now finally forbidden to be used in 
Alsace-Lorraine in -public speeches, and 
several meetings have been held on that 
account. The matter will he raised in 
the reichstag, it being claimed that the 
prohibition is illegal.

JUST ARRIVED. 
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APPEAL ALLOWED. 



Tlie Full Court Decides the Paris 
Belle to Be a Valid 
Location. 



Judgment of Chief Justice Reversed 
—Case to Go to the Privy 
Council. 



In the Full court yesterday Justices 
McCreifiht, Walkem, Drake and MoOoll 
handed down judgments in the appeal of 
the Nelson & Fort Sheppard Ky. Co., 
vs. Jerry, et al, commonly known as the 
*' Paris Bella " case. The property at 
stake is situated in the town of Moss- 
land and is very valuable, and is claim- 
ed by the railway company as forming 
part of the grant of public lauda made 
in aid of construction. The appeal was 
from the judgment of the Chief Justice, 
which held that the title of the Paris 
Belle company to the property wag in- 
valid. 

Following is Mr. Justice McCreiijht's 
judgment:— 

It will be convenient to deal with the 
<)uestious relating to that portion of the 
Xenith claim, which is common to part 
of the Paris Belle location, as different 
considerations apply to it from those 
connected with the remainder of the 
Paris Belle location. The Xenith was 
recorded on 17th June, IS02, and thus in 
the ordinary course was a good claim up 
till June, 1893, and under section 24 of 
the act of 1801, and under section 34 of 
the same act was to " be deemed to be a 
chattel interest equivalent to a lease for 
one year and thence," etc. 

The learned Chief Justice in his judg- 
ment considers that the claim was 
abandoned in 1892, but section 27 pre- 
scribes the proper method of abandon- 
ment by giving notice in writing of such 
intention to abandon to the mining re- 
corder, and the adoption of this course 
seems to be necessary, having regard to 
the chattel interest equivalent to a lease 
for a year vested in the miner; and any 
other attempted abandonment might 
raise the difficulties as to surrender by 
operation of law which have caused the 
courts a great deal of trouble, and are 
discussed in the notes to the ninth edi- 
tion of Smith's leading cases on the 
Duchess of Kingston's case pp. 917-920 
of volume 2. It was not and could not 
be contended that there was anything 
in the present case to warrant the appli- 
cation of, the doctrine of surrender by 
operation of law to the Xenith claim or 
any part of it — even supposing there 
was, the plaintiff railroad company were 
not concerned with it as I Bhall 
show presently. I cannot therefore 
agree that the Xenith claim was 
abandoned or not held as a mineral 
chum prior to the 23rd of March, 1893. 
On the contrary, 1 think it was a good 
claim up till June, LS!>3. The parties 
could have done the required work on 
the claim at any time before the 17th of 
June, 1893. If this is so, the Xenith 
fills within the exception contained in 
the schedule to the crown grant to the 
railroad company dated 8th March, 1895, 
anJ which excepts certain lands, and 
also " all other lands which prior to the 
2 !rd day of March, 1893, were alienated 
by the crown or held by pre-emption, 
uncompleted sale or lease or as mineral 
claims." The learned Chief Justice in 
ilealing with this exception assumes in 
his judgment that it is restricted to 
claimB lawfully held anterior to that 
date, but the word " lawfully " is not to 
by found in the said schedule, and in 
my opinion it cannot lie read as if that 
word was inserted, and I think the 
American cases point thiifout distinctly 
ami correctly, if I may say so. 

In Xewhall v Sauger, 92 L'nited States 
Hep. page 761, it was held that lands 
within the boundaries of an alleged Mexi. 
can or Spanish grant which waasubjudice 
al the time the secretary of the interior 
ordered a withdrawal of lands along the 
routH of the road, were not embraced by 
tin) grant to the company. In the jndg- 
m sat at p. 766, it'is said " the excepting 
words in the 6th section, etc., etc, clear- 
ly denote that lands such as these at the 
lime of their withdrawal were not con- 
sidered by congress as in a condition to 
be acquired by individuals or granted to 
corporations. This section expressly ex- 
cludes from preemption and sale all 
lands claimed under any foreign grnnt 
or title." It is said that this means 
"lawfully" claimed; "but there is no 
authority to import a word into a stat- 
ute in order to change its meaning; con- 
gress did not prejudge any claim to bo 
unlawful, but submitted them all for 
adjudication." 

Again in Kansas Pacific Railway 
Company v Dunneyer, 1 13 l'nited States 
Supreme court, pane 629, under the acts 
granting lands to aid in the construction 
of a line of railroad from M. K. to the 
Pacific ocean, the claim of a homestead 
or preemption entry made at any time 
before the filing of that map oftheU.h. 
ollice, had attached, within the meaning 
of those statutes, and no land to which 
Blich right had attached came within 
the grant. The subsequent failure of 
toe person making such claim to 
comply with the acts "f congress concern- 
ing residence, etc., or his actual aban- 
donment of the claim does not cause it 
to revert to the railroad company and ■ 
become a part of the grant. The claim 
having attached at the time of filing the [ 
definite line of the road it did not pass I 
by the grant, but was by its express 
terms excluded and the railroad com- 
pany hud no interest, reversionary or I 
otherwise, in it. And in the judgment 
at p. 641, " no attempt has ever been) 
made to include lands reserved to the I 
L'nited States, which reservation after- j 
wards ceased to esist within the grant, 
though thiB road," etc. "Nor is it' 
understood that in case where lands had ; 
been otherwise disposed of, their rever- ( 
gion to the government brought them 
within the grant. Why should a differ- 
ent construction apply to lands to which J 
a homestead or pre-emption l ight had i 
attached? Did congress intend to say | 
that the right of the company also at- I 
tached and whichever proved to be the 
better right should obtain the land, etc., 
etc., etc. The pre-umptor had similar, 
duties to perform in regard to cultiva- 
tion, residence," etc. 

Then follows language which seems to 
me to be verv applicable to the present 
cise: "It is not conceivable that con- 
greSH intended to place these parties as 1 
contest ants for the land, with therigl.t 
in each to require proof from the other 



of complete performance of its obliga- 
tions. 

" Least of all is it to ho supposed that 
it, was intended to raise up in antagon- 
ism to all the actual settlers on the soil, 
whom it had invited to its occupation, 
this great corporation, with an interest 
to defeat their claims and to come be- 
tween them and the government as to 
the Derformance of their obligations." 

1 think all this applies to the present 
case, substituting "mineral claim hold- 
ers " for "Bottlers." I observe in the 
schedule to the crown grant to the rail- 
road company the claims Le Roi, Josie, 
Centre Star, Idaho, War Fugle and Vir- 
ginia are also included in the exception, 
and, for the reasons stated in the above 
judgment; I don't believe there could 
poBBibly be any right on the part of the 
railroad company to question their titles, 
and it seems plain that all claims held 
before the 23rd March, 1893, would in no 
case revert to the railroad company hut, 
if at all, only to the crown in right of the 
province. In short, the exceptions in 
the schedule as regards the railroad com- 
pany are absolute. Newhall v. Sanger, 
92 U.S., 761, to which I have already re- 
ferred, is discussed in the foregoing judg- 
ment at page 642. The above case of 
Kansas Pacific Railway Company v. 
Dunneyer, 113 I'. S. A., p. 629, was re- 
lied upon by the respondents successfully 
in the Queen v. Deniers, 22 Can. S. Ct., 
at page 4S6, where it was held that cer- 
tain land was exempt from the statutory 
conveyance to the Dominion govern- 
ment, and that upon a pre-emption right 
granted to one D. beiug abandoned or 
cancelled, tne land became the property 
of the crown in right of the province, 
and not in right oi the Dominion. If 
these views are correct it is unnecessary 
to discuss the alleged rights of the rail- 
road colnpany to any part of what was 
once the Xenith claim. The only par- 
ties interested appear to be the cro.vn, 
in right of the province, and the defend- 
ants. And the remainder of what is 
now the Paris Belle claim is the only 
Hubject for further consideration. 

As to this, Mr. Duff, for the railroad 
company, says theChief Justice held the 
Paris Belle location bad, as there was no 
mineral in place to justify location, i 
that a " vein or " lode " must ho dis- 
covered in order to justify the location 
of the Paris Belle in December, 1894 
Whether a " vein " or " lode " must hi 
discovered in order to justify location 
must depend upon the words of the Min- 
eral Act of 1891 and its amendments 
especially the Amending Act of 1894 
bearing in mind the rule that, " Where 
the grammatical construction is clear 
and manifest, and without doubt, that 
construction ought to prevail, unless 
there be eome strong and obvious reason 
to the contrary." Now, the interpret?, 
tion clause in the Mineral Act Amend 
ment Act, 1894, (and the same provision 
is to be found in the Mineral Act of 189 
says, as to "vein" or "lode," that 
" whenever either of these terms is us 
in this act. rock in place shall 
be deemed to be included." When, 
then, it is argued that a " vein 
or "lode" must be discover- 
ed, the argument is really met 
and satisfied by ascertaining whether 
" rock in place " has been discovered 
If " rock in place " has been discovered 
that is enough for duo location, and the 
definition of " rock in place " in the act 
of 1S94 is that it " shall mean all rock in 
place bearing valuable deposits of min 
eral within the meaning of this act." 

The question, then, is not simply 
whether the Paris Belle locators dissov 
ered a " vein " or " lode," but whether 
" rock in place " was discovered con- 
taining any of the many minerals (some 
perhaps not even minerals, e.g., "i 
ine,") referred to in the interpretation 
clause to the act of 1894. The legisla- 
ture, as might be expected, among the 
many amendments to the act of 1891, 
passed, I believe, every year, has made 
what Lord Cairns once called a diction- 
ary to show its meaning of words uaed in 
connection with the important subject of 
location and records, and of such amend- 
ments those in the amendment acta of 
I 1893 and 1894 aeem to give great assist- 
ance. In those acts at pp. 128 and 155 
| respectively we find the words (15) : " A 
j mineral claim shall be marked by two 
I legal posts placed as near as possible on 
I the line of the ' ledge ' or ' vein,' " etc. 
The words " ledge " or "vein" in the 
disjunctive in both acts shows that the 
i legislature did not consider "vein" to 
! be necessary, though it might be stlffi- 
I cient for location, and was careful to 
say so. 

Again, on the same panes respectively, 
! we find the following: "The locator 
shall also place a legal post at the point 
! where he has discovered ' rook in place,' 
,ou which shall be written ' Discovery 
j post.' " This taken in connection with 
'the diagrams or " examples of various 
1 modes oi laying out claims," 
shows that the discovers' of "rock in 
place" is sufficient, such rock in 
i place, according to the interpretation 
clause, bearing "valuable" deposits of 
mineral within the meaning oi tlii^ act 
ol 1 vi i). The word " valuable," I be- 
lieve, means little more than "capable 
of being valued," at least in its primary 
signification , certainly is not the same 
as "costly." However, fortunatelv the 
acts oi 1893 and 1891 have not left this 
point in doubt, for at pages 129 and 156 
respectively (see c.) we find the follow - 
ing provision : 

" No mineral claim shall be recorded 
without the application being accom- 
panied by an affidavit or solemn declar- 
ation made by the applicant or some 
person on his behalf cognizant of the 
facts that mineral has been found in 
place on the claim proposed to be re- 
corded." 

The applicant then in order to have 
his claim recorded need not swear as to 
the value- of the mineral found in place, 
but merely that he has found it. The 
language of the mineral acts seems to be 
plain as to what is necessary to a good 
location and record, and as to the mean- 
ing of " rock in place," but notwith- 
standing at the trial witnesses (miners) 
were called by the plaintiffs, unchal- 
lenged as I gather by the defendants 
(who in truth seem to have adopted a 
similar course), for the purpose of show- 
ing that " rock m place," according to 
the understanding 1 presume among 
miners, means a vein— something be- 
tween two walls. And 'this, notwith- 
standing the act of 1894, savs it shall 
mean all rock in place bearing valuable 
deposits of mineral within the meaning 
of this act, of course as previously de- 
fined in the interpretation clause. 

It was admitted that the rock in the 
Paris Belle Ideation contained some iron, 
and mineral in place was found on the 
surface, but there was no true Assure or 
vein, or at least none was found. 

The learned Chief Justice as the re- 
sult of hearing the witnesses and argu- 
ment on the cases in the courts of the 



United States of America, to which I 
shall refer presently, came to the con- 
clusion that " rook in place " is practic- 
ally synonymous with " vein " or*' lode" 
and means " a substance defined be- 
tween some definite walls or boundaries ; 
where then you have this substance so 
located," he says, and "bearing valuable 
leposits of gold or mineral you have rock 
in place or a vein or lode within the 
meaning of the act." 

But his attention could not have been 
called to the fact that the true question 
is what do the mining acts require ac- 
cording to their legal construction for. a 
good location, and that they are perfectly 
silent as to a substance defined between 
some definite walla or boundaries. 
Again, that according to those acts "rock 
in place " is by no means Bynonymous 
with " vein " or " lode," that whilst by 
the interpretation clause both in the acts 
of 1891 and 1894 "vein" or "lode" 
shall be deemed to includo "rock in 
place," the converse by no means holds 
good and that "veins," "lodes" or 
" rock in place " are spoken of in the 
disjunctive in the forms of crown grant 
in the acts of 1891 and 1894 and passim. 
That in the application for record an 
affidavit that " mineral has been found 
in place" is suflieient by the acts of 
1893 and 1891. No doubt for the purpose 
of obtaining a certificate of improvement 
it aeeniB necessary for the applicant to 
swear that he has found a "vein" or 
" lode," but then vein or lode includes 
"rock in plnce," see acta 1891 and 1894 
and see iorm II of act of 1893, chapter 29. 
In short, as I read the acts, it 
is not intended to subject the 
miner to the necessity of find- 
ing a "substance between defined 
walls before location and record, bearing 
in mind that often a large expenditure 
is necessary in order to find walls and I 
the vein between the walls, and often \ 
without success oven as to t'10 w l's. J 

Tne first case referred to m the courts 
of l'nited States of America was Eureka 
Mining Company v. Richmond Com- 
pany at page 685 of 9 Morrison's Mining 
Reports, pages 585 and 586, as' to the' 
definition of " lode," which I may ob- 
serve is not defined in our acts except 
as including rock in place. It is said by 
the court "the miners, to use the 
language of an eminent writer, made 
the definition first — as used by miners 
before being defined by any authority 
the term ' lode ' simply meant that for- 
mation by which the miner could be led 
or guided. It is an alteration of the 
verb ' lead,' and whatever the miner 
could follow expecting to find oro was 
his ' lode.' Some formation within 
which he could find ore and out of which 
he could not expect to find oro wxs his 
' lode.' The term lode star, guiding 
star or north star, he adds, is of the 
same origin," etc., etc. The court goes j 
on to say at page 586 " that it is difficult

its understood .ami used iu the acts of 
congress which will not be subject to 
criticism," etc. Then the court pro- 
ceeds to say: "We are of opinion, 
therefore, that the term (lode) as used in 
the acts ol congress is applicable to any 
zone or belt of mineralized rock lying 
within boundaries clearly separating it 
from the neighboring rock." 

The question then in that case was 
the meaning of the term "lode" in 
certain acts of congress passed in 1806 
and 1872, and considering also that that 
expression " lode " does not appear 
in any of the sections of our acts dealing 
with location or record, which are con- 
fined to the use of the words " ledge " or 
" vein," " rock in place "and " mineral 
in place." I confess I fail to see that 
the definition is useful to us or its ap- 
plicability to tho mining laws of this 
province; least ol all ttiat it should be 
invoked so as to displace what appears 
to me to be tho plain meaning oi our 
laws on the subject of location and 
record. 

The next caBe referred to was Wheeler 
v. Smith, 32Pacif. Kepler, page 7S4, etc. 
The marginal note is that land contain- 
ing a deposit oi limestone entirely de- 
void of oro cannot be located as a mining 
claim, etc., etc., since the mineral land 
laws of the L'nited States were enacted 
for the purpose of securing the miners, 
etc., the title to minerals, etc. But it is 
not even suggested here that the Paris 
Belle is entirely devoid of ore, but only 
that a vein something between the walls 
was not found. The nature of the ad- 
jacent country should also be regarded. 
A miner might expect to lind ore readily 
in the neighborhood of Rossland and 
ottier places in Kootenay, when he could 
not reasonably look for it at say the 
delta of a river.

WISREPRESENTA TJONS 

ANSWERED. 

As an election is pending in Chilli 
tvack the opposition have resorted to all 
manner of misrepresentation with the 
view of saving that constituency trom 
eoing over to the government ranks 
Their misrepresentations have not the 
merit of novelty, but it is not to be ex 
pouted that all the Chilli wack voters are 
quite familiar with the public accounts 
and the details of administration, and 
therefore it is desirable to follow the 
chief falsifier, tlie New Westminster 
Columbian, and show from the public 
records how it is endeavoring to mislead 
the people. We. think that when it 
shown, as we shall presently show, that 
the Columbian is wholly wrong in some 
of its most important statements of fact, 
its appeal to the people to vote against 
the government will fall very flat. 

In the Columbian of April 29 an at- 
tempt is made to show that there has 
been general mismanagement in every 
department of the government and the 
most space is devoted to the Hon. Mr. 
Turner and the finances. The first 
statement on this head is that in 1890 
Mr. Tinner obtained the consent of "the 
Independent party of whom the present 
opposition are the legitimate eucces- 
sors" to a loan of $1,250,000. It ia prob 
ably a sufficient answer to thin statement 
to say that no loan of $1 ,:i. r i0,000 was 
ever negotiated or proposed by Mr. 
Turner, and that no loan of any kind 
was proposed in 1800. At the very out- 
set, therefore, we find the Columbian 
beginning its case with an untrue state- 
ment. We shall show preeently what, 
the se\eral provincial loans are, and 
when they were issued. Just now it is 
sufficient to point out that the Colum- 
bian's first statement is Misstatement 
No. 1. 

Misstatement Xo. 2 is the Columbian's 
second statement, namely, that the Par- 
liament buildings have cost already an 
actual cash outlay of $850,000, besides 
$75,000 appropriated for a Registry office 
and $40,000 for hinds expropriated, and 
that a further supplementary vote - of 
$250,000 will be required "on the sup- 
plementary estimates of this year to 
provide for the expenditures already in- 
curred." We tabulate theEe amounts 
for convenience :

Columbian has done? The falsification 
is deliberate, and has been made in the 
hope that the time intervening between 
itB utterance and the election would not 
permit ol the truth being made known. 
What do the voters of Chilliwack think 
of such utterly discreditable tactics? 
Surely they will refuse their support to 
the candidate of a party so devoid of all 
regard for the truth. 

Misrepresentation No. 8 is the Co- 
lumhian'B third statement, namely, that 
the Province 1ms already to pay annu . 
ally $40,000 a year for the Parliainr nt 
buildings. The fact is that when t | ie 
buildings are completed and fur' .fished 
all the Province will have to p BV w ;u 
be a little over $110,000 annua r ly on ac- 
count of them. Tho differe ace 13 not as 
great as the other variatio \ is f the Co- 
lumbian's statement fro\« tho truth, but 
it is serion.a enough, and shows the 
utterly reckless chavacter of the attack 
which Lhe clue! opposition organ is pre- 
pared to make upon the government. 

The hvnrth misstatement of the Co- 
lumbian is its fourth statement, namely, 
that owing to the manner in which the 
Mod. Mr. Turner has managed the 
public loans he has already lost to the 
Province on interest and sinking 
fund over .$1120,000. This is as 
far from the truth as anything 
can well be. Now what are the (acts 
about the refunding of the old provincial 
loan and the floating o: the new loans? 
When the loan act of 1891 was passed 
the Province bad outstanding loans 
amounting to $1,745,500, entailing an 
annua! expenditure for interest and sink- 
ing fund of over 7 per cent. Since then 
several loans have been made, namely, 
$070,000 by the loan act of 1801, $000,000 
by the loan act of 1893, and $2,0:37,000 by 
the loan actof 1895, making the present 
outstanding loans total at $5,362,500. 
These loans entail an annual charge for 
interest and sinking fund of $2(53,277, 
which is a very small fraction over 
5 per cent. If Mr. Turner had 
not made the arrangement upon which 
the opposition are never tired of harp- 
ing, the annul charge for these loans, 
supposing them to have been made, 
would be $454,535. The opposition have 
repeatedly declared in the house that 
they were not opposed to these loans. 
They, therefore, cannot consistently ob- 
ject to them now. So we have this fact 
established, that Mr. Turner, by his ex- 
cellent financial arrangements in Lon- 
don, has been able to save the Province 
$1511,258 a year.

THOSE TARIFF CONCESSIONS. 

Commenting upon the proposed tariff 
concessions to Great Britain, the Lon 
don Times says: "While it would be 
premature to pass judgment upon "the 
most favored nation" clause, we have no 
hesitation in saying that if such stipula- 
tions stand in the way of free and better 
arrangements of duties between this 
country and Canada, the earliest oppor 
t unity should be taken to relieve us of 
such obligations. * * * There iB much 
dmibt if these treaties have any bearing 
on the proposal, but even so, thelmper- 
ial government has an undoubted right 
to alter the fiscal arrangements with 
foreign nations, which appear obsolete 
and in expedient." 

Sir Charles Tapper in his speech on 
the tariff dealt at some length with the 
subject of preferential trade. He de- 
clared that such a scheme would be the 
greatest step towards the unity of the 
Empire, and would give an impetus to 
the development of this country and the 
increase of its population as nothing else 
would. He claimed that the govern 
ment had gone the wrong way about the 
matter, and that the plan adopted 
would be found to bo antagonistic to the 
treaty obligations of Great Britain. He 
was, however, much less positive in his 
criticism than Mr. Foster. 

Sir Richard Cartwright frankly ad- 
mitted that the plan proposed was 
" utterly unprecedented, ' but claimed 
that this was no reaBon why this country 
should not set a precedent. He said that 
it would, of course, be necessary for the 
British government to supplement the 
action of Camilla, but claimed that if 
such a course was found to be at present 
impracticable no harm would be done to 
Canadian interest. 

It is evident that this question is one 
ol a very far-reaching character. The 
exact phraseology ol the resolution is as 
follows : 

That when the customs tariff of any 
country admits the prod nets of Canada 
on terms which, on the whole, ate. as 
favorable to Canada as the terms of the 
reciprocal tariff herein referred to are to 
the countries to which it may apply, 
articles which are the growth, produce 
or manufacture of such country, when 
imported direct therefrom, may then bo 
imported direct into .Canada or taken 
outof warehouse for consumption therein 
at the reduced rates of duty provided in 
the reciprocal tariff set forth in schedule 
(D).

Kmpress of China, Quarantine, May 1. 

To the Editok: — The brief, but cour- 
teously worded editorial, in which you 
discussed the action of Dr. Watt, the 
quarantine officer here, contrasted 
markedly and favorably with the un- 
seemly hilarity of your contemporary, 
who uetailed "our sufferings and con- 
veniences with all the ill-mannered 
coarseness of a radical mob. Such re- 
marks as the latter arc beneath incon- 
ten i ut and not worth answering— if 1 
thought that the Victoria Daily Times 
expounded the views of the most en- 
lightened and intelligent portion of your 
city, I should fee! ashamed, for once, 
that I was an englishman. I am glad, 
therefore, that your own editorial, sup- 
porting as it does Dr. Watt's action, yet 
shows that there are those in Victoria 
who realize the seriousness of our situa- 
tion, and would fain do all they could to 
lighten our troubles. Now, sir, I don't 
blame you. a layman, from upholding 
the authorities in carrying out wlitttj 
they think their duty, nor do 1 think 
there is anybody on board who would 
blame Dr. Watt for carrying out his 
orders had he done so in a courteous 
way.

Itwas 
with a view to amending and consolida- 
ting all these acts, and to introduce such 
further legislation as would be necessary 
to make those nets comprehensive and 
up to date that he introduced 
this bill. The tirst bill had an I 
objectionable feature in it, to the j 
effect that no company could undertake 
business in this province until 10 per 
cent, of the capital had been paid up. 
That section had been entirely eliminat- 
ed. The bill before them had several 
distinct features. Heretofore many 
companies formed here had been called 
" foreign " companies. That had been 
considered an objectionable term, es- 
pecially as far as British companies were 
concerned, and the select committee had 
introduced a different style of bringing 
those companies within our laws, mid 
clueses them as extra-provincial com- 
panies. Those were treated in two ways. 
These ways first referred to companies 
incorporated in the United States, and 
secondly to companies formed in Great 
Britain and in the Dominion. The lat- 
ter companies would be entitled to come 
here without registering, but would re- 
ceive a certificate entitling them to carry 
on their business. Th<' stockhold- 
ers in these companies would be 
entirely protected by the laws under 
which the companies were incorporated. 
But the committee knew nothing of the 
laws of the various states in regard to 
companies and therefore United States 
would have to be registered. Another 
distruetive feature had reference to 
mining companies. Those companies 
could ieaue shares without personal 
liability. They could issu* •shares at a 
-discount and call them paid up shares 
but in doing so they must ear inaru 
them and state to the general public 
that they were paid up fctiares. Shares 
already issued in thin way had been 
validated by the bill It. wit? unneces- 
sary for hi in to go through the different 
sections but hon. members would see by 
the bill that it must complete in every 
detail.

G RADIUS OF LUMBER. 

A Bill to Provide for Grading Lumber In- 
tended tor Export to Foreign Markets. 

Mr. R. P. Rithet yesterday asked 
leave to introduce a bill in the assembly 
to provide some definite mode of ascer- 
taining the grades of lumber exported to 
foreign markets, and determining upon 
the qualifications and fitness of persons 
to act as surveyors of lumber. The bill 
is called the Lumber Inspection Act, 
1S!)7, and enacts that the Lieutenant- 
<iovernor-in-Council may appoint a 
board of lumber commissioners, to con- 
sist of not more than four persons, for 
the purpose of carrying out the provi- 
sos of this act. The members 
of the board shall continue in 
office iluring the pleasure of 
the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council. 
The board shall select its own chairman 
and secretary and any person desiring to 
obtain a certificate of competency as a 
surveyor of lumber shall tile an applica- 
tion with the secretary setting out quali- 
fications, etc., with a fee of $5.

Such dues, however, shall 
not in any case exceed two and one-halt 
cents per thousand feet, board measure, 
and the amount of dues payable in 
respect of any lumber shall be collected 
by the surveyor and remitted to the 
secretary of the board. 

All fees collected by the board under 
this act shall form a fund known as the 
" Lumber Inspection Fund," and the 
board shall therefore defray all expenses 
incurred in the carrying out of this act, 
other than the payment of surveyors of 
lumber. Any person guilty of an offence 
against this act, or contravening the 
provisions thereof, or of any regulation 
for the time being in force thereunder, 
Bhall, upon summary conviction, be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty- 
five dollars.

McCandless; fie held too that now was 
a specially good time for the 
council to make another move. 
All that was necessary was for the 
Dominion government to accept Hon. 
P. O'Reilly as commissioner in behalf of 
the Indians — the provincial government 
having named Mr. I>. R. Harris— and Mr. 
Templeman, who was now in Ottawa, 
had promised that he would do li is begt 
to bring this about. Aid. Stewart also 
agreed but maintained that the resolu- 
tion should go farther and suggest a 
means by which the city might derive 
the benefit of the increased valuation of 
the reserve — his idea was that the city 
should be given opportunity to purchase 
on more favorable terms than any pri- 
vate syndicate.

"We might also have a by-law to do 
away with bicycle riding," suggested 
McCandless — " tiiat might suit some 
antique aldermen." 

Aid. Partridge, while on this subject of 
street obstructions, held that discrimina- 
tion had been shown by the police in en- 
forcing the law, to the disadvantage of 
certain business men who apparently 
had been singled out for molestation. He
